If y ou’re a sewer, y ou’re also 
a ripper — and there is an easy 
way to Rip Out a Seam. Alway s 
take out the stitches in the op­ 
posite direction from which they 
were sewed. When using a stitch 
ripper or razor b lade, put m ateri­ 
al under foot of sewing machine 
with needle thru it to hold fab ric 
firm while ripping. 


When going on

made. Interlocking dovetail joints 
show good construction.

Q. My sister left home six 
y ears 
ago. 
Will 
y ou help us 
locate her if we give y ou her 
social security numb er? 


A. No. Our records are con­ 
fidential and we will not give out 
any information from our rec­ 
ords. 


Q. I plan to quit work and re­ 
tire at age 60. I have alway s paid 
the maximum in social security . 
Will I receive the maximum b en­ 
efit? 
A. No, y ou would not receive 
the maximum. To figure y our 
b enefit we must take the numb er 
of y ears from 1950 up to y our 
65th b irthday for a man. We drop 
out five of y our low y ears. Since 
y ou will not b e working from age 
60 on we will drop out those y ears. 
It will then b e necessary to use 
y our social security earnings in 
1951 thru 1954 which could not 
exceed $3600 a y ear. Then from 
1955 thru 1958 we can only use 
$4200 a y ear. Instead of the maxi­ 
mum average of $4800 y our aver­ 
age will b e slightly less than 
$4800 a y ear. Instead of the maxi­ 
mum b enefit of $127 y ou would 
receive ab out $123 at age 65 or 
$98.40 if y ou elect to take y our 
b enefit at age 62. 


Q My wife is 62. I retired at 
66 last y ear. How' much would 
my wife’s b enefit b e reduced? 


Should she apply or wait until she 
is 65? 
A. Her b enefit would b e re­ 
duced 25 per cent at age 62. She 
would normally b e ahead for 15 
y ears or more if she elects to 
take her b enefit at age 62. Should 
she b ecome a widow her b enefit 
is increased to 8 2^ per cent of 
y ours. The decision when to take 
her b enefit must l>e y our wife’s. 
Q. My husb and is 64 and took 
his b enefit last fall. I’ll b e 62 in 
Decemb er. When may I file? 
A. You may file any time not 
more than three months b efore 
y ou want to take y our b enefit.
